(together with your Roiall Confort,) yoti 
ha%fe beetle a partaker, in fuch meafure, as 
Chrijlians of inferiorV>t,^r^t,cannot commu- 
nicate in the like Suffrings, in the fame fenfe. 

Nor are thefe things, only, Appliable vnto 
^'^//rHighneffem an extraordinary manner] 
But, all thofe confolations, Hopes, Delive- 
rances, promifes of Mercye, Favours en-- 
ioyed, Refolutions of Praife, & Thankfgi- 
ving, withothers of this nature, thtouglwutthe 
Pfalms; areinaJtngulermanner,pertinetalfo 
to you : & {no doubt) fo applied, by your Ma: 
in your owne Itart, as occafion is offred. 

Whicit, wheft I Jiad confidered {for, your 
Highnes, as a glorious Member ^Chrift le- 
fus, is often in myferious & retired tltoughts) 
And, I, remembring alfo, that, longfince^ I 
vozveda Pilgrimage toyouryidL,^^{fofooneasI 
could be furnishedwithfomeVrti^i) I thought 
thismyendevourwouldftotbeimpertvietlypre- 
fented: therefore, I thus prepared thefame\ &, 
am now come, to accomplish myYovf^, Which 
I humbly defire, may be acceptable toy our Ma*>« 
/ doubt not, but you often perufe this Booke in 
other Tranflations. Yet, thefe Meditations,

'T^I/is Tranflation, long fince^ finished in blurndpapen 
^ (and often called for) /, lately^ made legible to others : 
^ it had my leave ^ io feek a publike Pafle into the 
world: which if it merrii to obtaine; Be the fault theirs who 
shall oppofe it, I waited long, to fee a more exa/l perfor- 
mance : But, none appearing, anfwerabletothedignitie 
of our Englifh-Mufes, / have fent forth my Eflay, to 
provoke others, to difcover their endeavours, on this fub- 
je<5l ; that, choice being had, the b^ might receive the befi 
Approbation, 

I have had more care, tofuite the Capacitie of the Vul- 
ger, then to obferve thofe Crittfcifmes which arride the 
Learned : yety I hope, with fo much defcretion, thai the 
b^ludgmentsshall haz/e no caufeio defpife it. F&r,though 
the Language be plaine, itisftgnificant; &*fuch a Dialet^ 
as is likely to continuevnchanged, whenfantafticallexpref 
fions will growe as vnfcuhionable as our clothes. It is aJfo 
breifer, by above a fourth Part, the$i the Tranflations 
which I have yet feene, in any language ^Europe ; and 
preferves, likewife, thewordsofthe Profe ; thefulntsofthe 
Seace, if* the relish of the Scripture phrafe, cu -well as 
any of them. Which, confidering how much other vulger 
Tongues haveignorantly bene preferred before ours, (how 
diffuultly the Ilebrewilmes are coutra^ea\ haw much the 
often Tranfition /r»»i one Matter, ^ from one Perfon 
to another, interrupts breife knitting of things together ; ^ 
haw much the frequent Rimes, Mother things confiderable 
in Lyrick Tranflations, interrupt fuch Breifnes) is a 
great honour to a»r Language : Ef penally, feeing my Bre- 
vitie, hath made no PfSme obfcurer\ But rather, fo eafie 
io be vnderftood, thatfome Readers have confeffed, it hath 
bene infleed of a Comment vnto them, in fundry hard 
places,

If you fxpe^fuch elegant-ffeming Paraphrafes, as are 
compofedbythofe^ who feleditig eafy and PafsionaU Pfal- 
mes, have trimmed them vp withRhetoricall Illuftrations, 
(futabie to their fattcies^ &* the changable garbe of Affetfled 
Language) Ifhall deeeaveyour expectation: For^ I have 
purpofelyavoydedthofe Def cants ^ &» confined my f elf to the 
grave, 6ffimple Language of the Text : And I was 
thereby the better kept from wandring after mine ownefenfe, 
as in their Circumlocutions they nave done. Befide ; 
their Verfions are fitted rather to be Read, then Sung : 
which giveth a greater Libertie to the Tranflator. For, 
though it be mcfl gracrfull in a reading-VocTatf when the 
Period is cafi, fometime into one parte of the Line or 
Stanza, and fometime into another: Yet, in a Lyrick Com- 
pofttion, where the fame Staflf is often reiterated to one 
Tune ; the Periods, and words of the fame Quantity, 
mufl be alwaies obferved in thtfame Pieces, For, if there 
be not allwaies a decent pawfe in the Matter^ when the 
Tune is ended \ or, ifinthefmging, the naturall quantity of 
the word be adulterated*, or, if wee be not carefully that a 
full-point fall not, where the Tune is in the height of a 
continueng firaine ; // will found verie abfurdly to a iudi- 
tious eare: as may appear, by offiHng tofingfome ofthofe 
Compofures, which are plaufeble in Reading, 

I have vfedfome, varietie of Verfe; Becaufe, Prayers, 
Praifes, Lamentations, Tryumphs, and fubiedls which 
are Pafloral, Heroical, Elegiacall, and mixt (all which 
arefoundin /A^Pialmes) are not properly expreflin one fort 
^Meafure. Yet,refpe^ing the who cannot attaine to many 
Tunes, / confined my felfe to fuch kinds of Verfe as I 
found in /^(MVPfalmebooke ; fitting them in fuch man- 
ner, that every Pfalme in this Booke, nutyfung to fome 
'^n^ formerly in vfe, either in thefingle, or in one of the 
double Tranflations.

And, becaufefome will thinck to examine my Verfion 
by the Profe Tranflations, / doe here inform them ; that 
the Language of the Mufes, in which the Pfalmes were 
Originallywritten,is not fo properly expreflin the profe dia- 
le^ as in verfe: &*,thatthereisapoeticallemphaft3,inmany 
places, which requires fuch an alteration in the Gramma- 
tical! exprefsio, as willfeeme to make fome difference in the 
iudgtnent of the Common Reader ; whereas, it grveth befl 
life to the Author's intention ; <Sr* makes that perfpicuous, 
which was made obfcure, by thofe meer Grammaticall 
Interpreters, who were not acquainted with the proprie^ 
ties, &* Liberties, of this kinde of writing, 

I do likewife inform them, that I have not alwaies vfed 
the Metaphor which is in the Original ; but, otherwhile 
(tendring the xmlger capacity) do expreffe it, by what it 
fignifies» /i?r, /^ Hebrewifmes, being in fome places ob- 
fcure (as where the Tongue is interpreted, Glorie ; and 
in many other fuchlike pertictders) I do vfe, expreffions 
befl agreeable with our Englilh Dialed, dr* the vulger 
Capacity, 

Moreover, when the Repetition of the fame word or 
Claufe ; Or when two or three Synonama's togither in 
one fentence as (lltase, give ear, attend^ or, where 
either a Periphraiis, or a tranfpofition of fome words, 
feanes notfocgracefull in Englifh, as in the Hebrewe; nor 
fo pcwrfully to expreffe the meaning of the Holy-Ghoft, 
by the fame Idioms ofjpeach : J have not fuperftitioufly 
tied myfelfe to the Hchrevfe phrafe, nortoanyflri^ Or- 
der, or number of words (except fome Myftery feemed 
thereby touched vpon) but, vfing rather brevitie where 
Circumlocution appeared needles, &* affeding the Dia- 
led mofl proper to our owne Tongue ; / labored to deliver 
the meaning of the Originall Text, aspuwrefully, as plain- 
ly, 6* eu breefly, as I could.

For that Caufe^ I have not everie where obferved the 
fame Tenfe; But^ v/ed the pretertenfe, the Prefcnt- 
tenfe, ^ the Future-tenfe, indifferently^ one for the 
other, in fome Anions attributed to God, For, mojt things, 
which God is f aid in this booke, to have doney^r his pco^ 
pie, or againft his enimies ; he now doth, ^ will doe 
hereafter. That, alfo, which he will doe, he may be 
faid to do now, 6* to have done heretofore ; becaufe, 
all time is prefent with God, Nevertheles, I have herein 
taken fuch care; That I confounded not Hiflorie 6* Pro- 
phecie ; But, in thofe places, have religioufiy tAferved the 
proper Tenfes; 6* wherefoever els, I found it material, 
foto do. 

And, whereas, I perceaved that this particle FOR, 
is not ahvayes, a Caufual ; Nor this particle BUT, an 
exceptive, in everyplace; Bui (as YEA, N A Y, 6* 
other fuch like words in our EnglifliJ fonutime rather 
inferted as fupplements, only, becomming the Dialed, 
(or meerly cujtomary) without any material Jignificancy, 
(ucording to their ordinary vfe; And, finding that thofe 
Particles, in the Englifh, did in fome places, either ob' 
f cure the fenfe, ormakelejfepowrefulltheexprefsion there- 
of, by interrupting a natural connextion ofthefentenfes; I 
have there, waved or quallyfied, the vfe of thofe words. 

For like Reafons, I have in fome places, kept the Perfon 
vnchanged, throughout the Pfalme, which is fometime 
varyed in the Hebrewe (as in the i'^ ^ 104 Pfalmes) 
But, with fuch heed, that where any worke (according to 
the Schoole diftindlion Ad intra, or ad Extra^ feemes 
more proper to one difHn^ Perlb of the Trinity, the to the 
other (or where els it is MateriallJ I have retained the Per- 
fon according to the Original 1. 

And, in regard fome abufe the propheticall Impreca- 
tions, as ^ David had given exemplary warrant of Cur- 

fing 
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to the Reader. 

fing their enimies, I have (to prevent that prophanation) 
otherwhile expreffed that by the Future tenfe, whkh 
many do trajlate by the imparative moode ; whereby ^ thofe 
paJfageSf the more planeiy appear, prophetically intended. 
In all which, let what I have done, be duely weighed, {not 
rashlie condemned) by thofe whoshallbyfomeprofe Tran- 
flations, examine my Paraphrafe. For, I nope I have 
preferved the lawful freedomes of an Interpreter, in 
all thefe things : Seeing, I have not therein follcnoed my 
owne opinion only \ but the war rat ofbefl Hebrew Gram- 
marians, the Authoritie of the Sepluagint, d;* Chal- 
dea paraphrafe, the example of the auntSnthr* of the befl 
modemeprofeTmdsiton, togttherwith the genercUipraC' 
tife &* allowafue, ofaU orthodoxe Expofitors. 

Before every Pfalme I prefixe a fhort Preface, partly 
declaring the Scope <&* vie thereof*, not thereby limiting 
either their Scope or vfe. For, every Pfalme is divers 
waies vfefull, according to the feverall parts it hath ; or ac* 
cording to the many Ages, EfkUes, 6* necefsities of the 
Church ; or her particuler members. But, that, which 
I hate intended in my breef Prefaces, &* in thofe Medita' 
tions after the Pfahnes ; is, to shew the vnleamed, how to 
makefome good vfes, of thofe many, to which theyferve. 

Much more might befaicfasconfiderable (if it would not 
Ptahe this Preface over!arge)for,fo it fares withfome of us, 
that when wee have taken much paines to doe well, wee 
muft take as much more to prevent mifconjlru/lions ; dr* 
thinck our double paines, well rewarded, ifatlafi, wee may 
efcape without a mifcheef. But (how ever I shall be cen-^ 
fured) I cann be well pleafed when I have recolle^edmy 
felfe: 6t*, though Ifeeke to Az/^iie/<r Rubbs that are cafl into 
my way \ Yet, lean skip over them, or contemn them, if I 
find it more troublefome^ then profitable, to remove them.
